M this Hiforical Journal, informs us in 

@& the Preface, of feveral Particulars 
relating to the Perfon and the Voyages of 
Mr. de la Sale, and neceflary to have a jaft 
Notiongof the Voyage, which makes the 
Subje Of this Article. Robert Cavelier, 
known by the Name of Mr. de la Sale, was 
born at Rowen, and defcended from a good 
Family. He went into Canada in his youn 
ger Years, where hie took a Fancy to Trade, 
and was better pleaféd ftill with the Proje& 
of new Difcoveries in that vaft Country, 
Tis true that before the Arrival of Mr. de 
la Sale, the French were alteady gone a great 
way Northward, by Reafon of the Furrs- 
Trade ; but towards the South and South-Wef?, 
they had hardly penetrated beyond the Fort 
of Frontenac built upon the Lake Oatario, 


R. %& de Michel, who has publithed 





%& Taken from the Journal des Scavans. 
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which , out of the Five large Lakes of that 
Country, is the neareft to Quebec, the Capi- 
tal of New France. However it was con- 
jeftured, upon the Report of the Savages, 
that confiderable Difcoveries might be made 
on that Side: The French had heard of the 
rich Mines of St. Barbara in Mexico, and 
had already fome Knowledge of the Famous 
River of Mific:ipigewhich. wag thought to fall 
into the South Sea, ~ 

Thofe Conjectures, attended with the 
natural Inclination of Mr. de /a Sale for fuch 
Enterprizes, moved him to enquire more 
particularly about every thing relating to 
that new Part of Northern America , where 
he had a Mind to fignalize himfelf. The 
Government of the Fort of Frontenac with 
which he was provided, and the Property 
whereof had been granted him by the King 
in 1675. enabled him to get all the Intelli- 
gence which he wanted for the Execution of 
his Defign, Having got a new Information 
about the River of Mificipi, the Countries it 
runs through, and the Trade that might be 
carried on there, he came to Court, where 
notwithftanding the ill Offices of fome en- 
vious Men, he obtained an Order to go 
about the Difcovery whichhe intended; and 
to that End returned into Canada about the 
Year 1678. having with him the Chevalier 
Tenti an Italian Gentleman , whom he made 
his Partner in his Undertaking. 

However, he was not able to go about it 
till Two Years after, during which time his 
Enemies lefe nothing unattempted to crofs 
him, and he fet out only in 1682. He fent 
Father Hennepin, a Recofet¥, with fome others 
Northward, to look for the Source of the 
Mi ficipi, which they found about the Fiftieth 
Degree of Northern Latitude. As for him, 
fteering his Courfe Wefferly, he found the 
River of the J/ineis, which he called the Ri- 
ver of Scignelay , and went along that River 
to that of Mificipi , into which it falls, Af- 
terwards he went down to the Mouth of the 
latter, difcovered along its Banks many wild 
Nations, with which he made an Alliance 
with the Help of his Prefents, and gave that 
Country the Name of Lowuifiane. The 
Courfe of the Mificipi led our Traveller to 


‘the Gulph of Mexico, into which that River 


falls through Two Branches. He arrived 
there in 1682. or 1683. for the Date of his 
Arrival is not the fame in the Relations of 
that firft Voyage. After he had been there 
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fome few Days to make the neceffa 

vations, and to fet up fome Math ehee. 
might know at his Return, he went back 
again the fame Way to Quebeck in Canads 
with a Defign to make another Attempt, and 
to look through the Gulph of Mexico for the 
Mouth of the Mificipi, which he had found 
through Canada. 

The Defign of this Second Difcovery ap. 
peared to him the more important, becaufe it 
would render the Voyage fhorter and more 
convenient, fince it might be made atall times 
whereas it could be made but once in a Year 
through Canadas; not to fay that the Com. 
munication with the fame Country would 
be eafier and fafer by that Means, fince one 
might go up that River for the Space of Six 
Hundred Leagues, without meeting any Fall 
of Waters or fwift Current. Thefe Confi- 
derations moved Mr. de la Sale to return into 
France, where his new Proje& being appro- 
ved, the King ordered that he fhould have 
fome Ships to go on with his Undertaking , 
the Account whereof makes the Subje& of 
this Hifforical journal. 

Three Authors have already publifhed a 
Relation of this Second Voyage of Mr. dels 
Sale, viz. 1. Father Le Clercq, a Recolled, 
from the Report of Father Zenobiws and Father 
Anaftafine bis Brethren and Ocular Witneffes. 
2. The Chevalier Tonti, who was alfo a 
Witnefs of a confiderable Part of the fame 
Adventures. 3. And more at large ftill, 
Facher Hennepin, a Flemifh of the fame Order, 
who had a Share in great Difcoveries, though 
the Truth of his Relations is very much 
difputed.. Butthis Hiforical Journal, written 
by Mr. Joutel, one of Mr. de la Sale’s Com- 
panions, has this peculiar to it, that it con- 
tains exatly what happened every Day to 
the latter in his laft Vedieh from his De- 
parture from Rochel in 1684. till he died in 
1687, and till the Return of his Brother, 
and Nephew, of Father Anaftafixe a Recoled, 
and the Author, who all followed Mr. de /s 
Sale, and went above Eight Hundred Leagues 
by Land to return from the Gulph of Mexico 
into Cawade, from whence they fet out for 
France in 1688. = 

This Journal is Curious and Entertaining 
by Reafon of feveral Adventures contained 
in it, moft of which are Tragical. Befides, 
it is the more credible, becaufe itis written 
with great Plainnefs and Ingenuity , and by 
a Man who ovght to be looked upon . “ 

y . 
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Eye-Witnefs of what he relates. If the Au- 
chor does not always agree with the Cheva- 
jier Touts and Father Hennepin, "tis (fays the 
Writer of the Preface ) becaufe he is con- 
rented to relate plain Matter of Fad, with- 
out any Difguile. But it may very well be 
that thofe Two Authors have feen feveral 
things, which did not come to Mr. Foutel’s 
Knowledge. However it be, no one can 
read this Relation, without admiring the 
Courage and Intrepidity of kim who isthe 
Hero of it. And indeed (as the Editor 
rightly obferves) what Strength of Body 
and Mind muft he have had, to begin and to 
carry on fuch anew, bold, and painful En- 
terprife? He was to go above Eight Hun. 
dred Leagues in a barbarous and unknown 
Country, deftitute of Towns, and of every 
thing that makes a Voyage eafy. If a Man 
muft travel by Land , he is forced co go on 
Foot, and often reduced to the Necefliry of 
ufing a Piece of a Hide for his Shoes, and 
carrying his Gun, his Packet, his Tools, and 
fome Goods to barter with the serages. 
Sometimes he gets a Horfe by Chance; but 
cis very feldom. If a Man muft travel by 
Water , he muft do it in wretched Canows 
made of Bark of Trees or of Hides, and he 
muft often carry or drag them, when the 
Fall of a River renders them ufelefs. To 
lie upon the Ground expofed to the Injuries 
of the Air; to run the Hazard of being de- 
voured by Croccdiles, or bitten by Rartle- 
Snakes ; to be deftitute of Bread, Wine, 
Sale, and all other Conveniences of Life for 
feveral Years; to eat nothing but forry Pap 
made with Indian Corn-mea), Fifth half roaft- 
ed, or half boiled in mere Water, Beef or 
Roe-buck’s Flefh dried by the Wind and 
Smoke ; to find out Signs in order to be un- 
derftood by fo many different Nations, each 
of which has a particular Language; is 
what an Adventurer muft refolve upon, who 
defigns to maRe Difcoveries in Canads. 

Mr. de la Sale is defcribed to us as having 
all the Qualifications ncceflary for fuch a 
painful Enterprife. He was a fober Man; 
he had a great Genius, and a fufficient Skill 
in Learning and Mathematicks: Befides, he 
was Forward, Bold, Intrepid, Induftrious , 
and Infinuating : No Difappointment could 
difcourage him ; he found a Remedy for 
every thing, and could eafily bear the grear- 
eft Hardfhips: He exprefied a wonderful 
Conflancy in Adverfity ; and, what was of 
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great Ufe to him, he had a competent Know. 
ledge of many Languages of wild Nations.- 
And yet notwithftanding all chofe Qualifica- 
tions, he did not fucceed in the Voyage de. 
feribed in. this Journal. He went through: 
many Difappointments before he arrived in: 
the Gulph of Mexico, where he could nor 
find the Mouth of the River Mificipi which 
he was looking for. Having mified his Aim, 
he was obliged to land upon ehe Coaft, where 
one of his Ships perifhed , and Mr, de Beau- 
jeu, who commanded the Fleer, forfook him: 
to return into Pramce. Mr. de la Sale, not. 
withftanding thofe Misfortunes, fettled a 
Kind of Habitation by the Name of Sr. Lou. 
is, from whence he penetrated into the In- 
land to look for the River of Mificipi. He 
came back Five Months after without any 
Succefs; and then undertook a Second Voy- 
age co the fame Purpofe, wherein he was not 
more fuccefsful. In his Abfence, the only 
Bark that remained, ran a-ground, and pe. 
rifhed with all the Men. Mr. de la Sale an 
ving travelled over many Countries, and 
among others, over that of theCenis, a fo- 
ciable People, returned to the Habitation 
Four Months after, that is, in sugufl 1686. 
At laft he refolved to make a Third Voyage 
in Order to look for the fatal River , and he 
fet out in the Beginning of the next Year, be. 
ing attended by Mr. Joutel , and many more. 
This Jaft Attempt proved the moft unfortu. 
nate of all; for after he had difcovered a 
very fine Country, and gone over many 
wild Nations, without receiving any Infor- 
mation about the Miffeip:, he was aflaflinated 
with one of his Nephews by fome Male. 
contents in his Retinue. Such arethe prin 
cipal Events mentioned in this Journa/, a 
particular Account whereof muft needs be 
very acceptable to the Readers. 

Afterwards Mr. Joutel relates the Adven- 
tures, which happened to him, and to the 
reft of bis Company , in their long Way to 
return into Canadas. The moft confiderabke 
were the Death of fome of Mr. de la Sale’s 
Murtherers, who killed one another; the 
Retreat of fome others among the Savages ; 
the Death of one of the Travellers, who 
was drowned and lamented by thole Barbse 
rians; \aftly , che Difcovery of the Mificipi 
in the Country of the //ineis. 

This Journal is intermixed with fevera} 
Defcriptions , which render the Reading of 
it very Entertaining. For Inftance, the Av- 
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thor defcribes the Ceremony of the Calu- 
met, by which an Alliance is made with thole 
Savages. He alfo defcribes the Feaft cele- 
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“brated by the Cens for a Vittory which they 
obtained over their Enemies, with the Help 
of our Travellers, 
be difpleafed to find here the Particulars of

‘¢ The next Day after the Victory, ( fays 


Mc. Foutel)the Savages met in the Cottage 
of the Chief. In the firft place, the Cot- 
tage was cleaned and fitted up, and many 
Mats were {pead upon the Floor ; the El- 
ders and the moft confiderable fat upon 
theth ; and then one of thofe Men, who 
is like an Orator, or Mafter of Ceremo- 
nies, rofe up, and made a Difcourfe, which 
we did not underftand. That Difcourfe 
being ended, thofe Warriors came who 
had killed fome-body in the Battel, walk- 
ing intheir Order, having each a Bow and 
Two Arrows, and each of them being 
preceded by his Wife , who held in her 
Hand the Hair of the Enemy. Two 
young Boys, to whom they had given 
their Lives, one of which, who was 
wounded, rid a Horfe, clofed the Proceffi- 
on, at the Head of which there was a 
Woman holding a Reedin Ker Hand. As 
they came before the Orator, the Warrior 
roe | the Hair from his Wife’s Hand , and 
prefented it to him. The Orator recei- 
ved it with both Hands, and after he had 
nae ge it to the Four Parts of the 
orld, laid it down upon the Ground, 
and then took another with the fame Ce. 
remony, to thevery laft. The Ceremony 
being over, the Sagamite, which had been 
prepared by the-Women, was ferved up ; 
and before they tafted it, the Mafter of 
Ceremonies put fome into a Veffel , and 
carried it as an Offering to the Heads of 
Hair. Afterwards he lighted a Pipe of 
Tobacco, and blew fome Smoke over 
thofe Heads of Hair. Which being done, 
every Body began to eat: The Two young 
Boys were ferved with fome Pieces of the 
Fiefh of an Enemy’s Wife, who had been 
cruelly murdered by the Wives of the 
Cenis. Some dried Tongues of their Ene- 
mies were alfo ferved up, and the Feaft 
ended with Dancing and Singing ”’. 
The Author of the Preface, at the End of 


this Relation, informs us of feveral Circum- 
ftances, which, after the Defign of Mr, de 
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Ia Sale had proved abortive, put a $ 

the Progrefs of the French in thoi valt Cou 
tries, whofe Difcovery coft the Life of that 
Famous Traveller. He tells us that the gp. 
niards of Mexico having deftroyed the Fort 
buile by Mr. de la Sale about the Place 
where he landed, Mr. d’ Hiberville Seven or 
Eight Years after made an Armament, with 
which he had the good Fortune to find the 
Mouth of the Mificrpi, where he built a Fort. 
and then he went a great way into the Coun, 
try. But he died in another Voyage, fo thar 
for Want of Help this Attempt failed again, 
Mr. Crozat, Secretary to the King, has lately 
obtained a Patent from his Majefty, where. 
by he is empowered for the Space of Fifteen 
Years to carry on a Trade, and to fettle Co. 
lonies in the Countries defcribed in this 
Journal, which we knew by the Name of 
Louifane, and of the River Mificipi: That 
River will be called hereafter the River of 
Saint Lous. 

We mutt not forget to inform the Readers, 
that they will find here a very accurate Map 
of the Countries mentioned in this Feurna/, 
and that Care has been taken to explain in the 
Margin all the Terms that wanted fome Ex.

ETER LAMBECIUS, Keeper of the Impe- 

rial Library under the Reign of the Em- 
peror Leopold, undertook to give an Account 
of all the Manufcript and Printed Books of 
that Famous Library in Twenty Four Vo- 
lumes in Folio. He was not able to perfe& 
fo great a Work: Death put an End to it, 
after he had publifhed the Eight firft Vo- 
Jumes. Had that Learned Man lived long 
enough to finifh fuch an Undertaking, thofe 
Twenty Four Volumes would have been a 
moft ufeful and valuable Repertory of Lite- 
rature. The Eight Volumes, which have 
been printed at Vienna t, are grown very

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{carce, even in Germany, and the whole Set 
is hardly to be had: Which is the Reafon 
why Mr. Reimann has thonght fit to publith 
an Abridgment of them. I fhall give an 
Account of it; and becaufe I have read the 
Work of Laméecius, I fhall infert in this 
Extra& feveral things not to be found in the 
Abridgment. I am apt to think che follow- 
ing Account will not be unacceptable to che 
Readers for thefe Three Reafons, 1. Becaufe 
the Emperor's Library isa Curious Subjett. 
2. Becaufe the Eight Volumes of Lambecius 
are very fcarce. 3. Becaufe I have lately 
informed ¢ the Readers, that the prefene 
Keeper of the Emperor's Library will thort. 
PA publith a Catalogue of the Latin Manu- 
cripts contained init. That Catalogue will 
be a Continuation of Lambecins’s Work; 
and when I come to give an Account of it, 
the Readers will not be difpleafed co have 
read this Article. 

Here follows the Title of Lambecius's

An Account of the It Volume of Lambecius. 


The Fir Volume of Lambecius confilts of 
Two Parts. 


I. The firft Part is a Letter of 96 Pages, 
written by the Author the 1ft of December 
1663. to Renatus Francifcus Slufius, Canon of 
Liege. Lambecius gives him an Account of 
his Travels into Italy, being contented to 
name the Places that he went through, and 
the Towns where he made fome Stay. He 
does not enlarge upon the Curiofiries of chat 
Country, and his Relation is very general. 

Inthe next place, he thews at what Time 
the Imperial Library began to be colleéed, 
when and by whom it was enlarged, and 
who have been the Library-Keepers till his 
Time 

Learning was revived in Germany under 
the Empire of Frederick IIL. who began to 
reign inthe Year 1440. His Son, Maxinis 
lian I. having tucceeded him in 1493. orde- 
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George Purbachius, and all other Books pur- 
chafed fince the Invention of Printing, and 
the taking of Conftantinople, to be put toge- 
ther in Order to make a Library. He made 
Wie for that Purpofe of Conrad Celtes, Pro- 
feflor of Eloquence and Poetry at Vienna. 

Celtes being dead in the Year 158. the 

reateft Part of his Library was conveyed 
into the Emperor's; and the Care of the 
Imperial Library was committed to his 
Scholar John Cufpinian t. That Library was 
then enlarged with a confiderable Number 
of Manufcripts, partly out of feveral Mo- 
nafteries in the Hereditary Countries, partly 
out of the Remains of the Royal Library of 
Buda founded by King Matthias Corvinus. 

After the Death of Cufpinian, which hap- 
pened in 1529 Cafpar von Nydpruck had the 
chief Care of the Imperial Library. He di- 
ed at Brufzlsinis57. About the fame time 
Wolfgang Lazius, Counfellor and Hiftoriogra- 
_ pher to Ferdinand 1. had a great Share in the 
Dire&tion of the Emperor’s Library , which 
was then enlarged with the Noble Collection 
of Books belonging to John Faber, Bifhop of 
Vienna, who died in 1541. and with another 
Library colle&ed by a Gentleman of Germa- 
my in feveral Countries. Befides , Busbeckiue 
purchafcd a great Number of Manufcripts 
in Afia and Greece, which were added to the 
Emperor’s Library. 

Lazixs being dead in 1565. the moft valu- 
able Pare of his Library was brought into 
the Emperor’s. That Library was then neg- 
Je&ted about the Space of Ten Years ; buc 
in 1575. Hugo Blotius %, Do&or of Laws, a 
Native of De/ft, was appointed the Library- 
Keeper. The Library was very much en- 
Jarged under his Dire@tion, and difpofed in 
a better Order. He was the Firft who had 
the Title of the Emperor’s Library-Keeper. 
Brom that Time the Imperial Library be- 
came every Day more confiderable, efpecially 
under the Reign of Rodolphus II. who fuc- 
eeeded his Father Maximilian II. in 15763 
for befides many Valuable Books, both Prin-

Baron died in 1600. and left his Noble Li 
brary tothe Emperor. Blotius was then Si. 
ty Seven Years Old ; which is the Reafon 
why he had an Affiftant given him, jz Se. 
baftian Tengnagelius. Blotius died in 16 8. 
and left behind him feveral Larin Works. 
which have not been printed. " 

Tengnagelins took Care to have the " 
of his Predeceflor conveyed into the a 
ror’s Library, and {pared no Coft to enlarge 
it with a great Number of Valuable Many. 
{cripts from all Parts of Europe. That Learn. 
ned Man died in 1636. and left to the Em. 
peror above Four Thoufand Valuable Books 
both Printed and Manufcript. . 

In the fame Year he was fucceeded by 
Wiliam Rechberg , firft Phyfician to the Eme 
peror, who refigned his Place in 1651, 

The -mext Library-Keeper was Matthew 

Maushter, Do&tor of Divinity, and Canon of 
Vienna. In the ¥ear 1655. he bought by 
Order of Ferdinand III. for the Price of 
Fifteen Thoufand Florins %, the Celebrated 
Library founded by Raymond Fugger,Counfel- 
lor to Charles V. and Ferdinand I. and very 
much enlarged by his Son and his Grandfon. 
That Library, confifting at leaft of Fifteen 
Thoufand Volumes, was removed from 
Anufgburg into that of the Emperor. I mutt 
obferve , that all the Books belonging to 7i- 
cho Brache are alfo to be found in the Impe- 
rial Library. 
_ Dr. Mauchrer having laid down his Place 
in 1663. was fucceeded by Peter Lambecius, 
who immediately made it his only Bufinefs 
to put all the Books in Order. The Empe- 
ror’s Library confifts at leaft of Eighty 
Thoufand Volumes ; and it appears by Lam- 
becius's Account, that it has been very much 
neglected. 

Here follow fome Particulars mentioned 
by that Library-Keeper, in his Letter to the 
Canon of Liege. The Emperor has Fifteen.

There are in the Emperor's Library Two 
Manufcript Volumes in Folio, containing 
Beautiful Draughts of Confular Medals, 
which were prefented to Ferdinand I. by his 
Antiquary James de Strada of Mantus. 

There are alfo in the fame Library Eight 
Manufcript Volumes of the fame James de 
Strada. The Three ficft contain the Latin 
Medals of the Roman Emperors from Julius 
Cefar to M. Aurelius Claudius, who reigned 
after Gallienus and Valerian the Younger. 
The Three next Volumes reprefent the Greck 
Medals of the fame Emperors. In the Se- 
venth and Eighth are contained the Medals 
of the other Emperors, and a great many 
other Medals Greek, Latin, &c. 

Lambecius mentions allo a Defcription t of 
Spain, in Folio, with this Title : Nova Hifpa- 
nia regionum Defcriptio, induftria atque manu 
Hieremiea Gundlach confcripta OG delineata 
anno MUSICA GRATA DEO. The Author 
fays it is a Learned Defcription, and that the 
Chorographical and Topographical Maps are 
extraordinary fine. 

He defcribes fome Antiquities in this 
Letter, and particularly an Ancient Sepul- 
chre, that was difcovered at Vienna under the 
Foundations of the old Walls the 28th of 
January 1662. That Defcription is worth 
Reading: The Readers will find it in Mr, 
Reimann’s Abridgment. I proceed to the 
Second Part of this Volume. 


Il. Ie is an Appendix confifting of Five 
Additions. 

1. In the Fieft Addition, Lambecius dif- 
courfes of Six Greek Manufcripts, and a La- 
tin one of St. Gregory Npffen's Work concerning 
the Creation of Man. Thofe Manufcripts are 
to be found.in the Emperor’s Library. Poff?- 
win has committed feveral Miftakes in his 
Catalogue of many Greek Manufcripts of 
that Library, becaufe he tranfcribed the 
Faults of Fohn Fames Frifixs, in his Bibliotheca 
Univerfalis. 1 fhall give but one Inftance of 
Frifus’s Miftakes : That Author finding thefe 
Words in a Manufcript Catalogue of the

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Emperor's Library,which was communicated 
to him: Greg. Nyff Ep. de Creatione hominis, 
that is, Gregorius Nyffenus Epifcopus de Creatia 
one Hominis, read them thus, Georgii Nicete 
Epiftole de Creatione hominw, This Miftake 
was tranfcribed by Pofevin. Gregorius Nice 
tas is a Chimerical Author. 

2. The Second Addition concerns Three 
Letters of Lucar Holffenius to Sebaffian Teng~ 
nagelius, the Originals whereof are in the 
Emperor's Library. 

3. In che next Addition, the Author takes 
notice of fome Miftakes of Gabriel Naudeue 
relating to the Library of Vienna, and mends 
feveral Faults in the Apparatus Sacer of Poff 
vin. It appears from this Addition, that 
Pofevin and Frifius have committed great 
Blunders. Lawbecius does alfo obferve, chat 
the Bibliotheca Conftantinopolitana of Antony 
Verderiws is alfo full of Miftakes, and he gives 
feveral Inftances of it. What Pofevin has 
extracted out of that Author, ought to be 
read with great Caution. 

4. In the Fourth Addition, Lambecias mem 
tions a valuable Manufcripe of Nicephorus's 
Ecclefiaftical Hiftory, that was {ent from the 
Emperor's Library to Thuanus at Paris to be 
printed in that City. 

s. The Fifth Addition containsa Catalogue 
of feveral Oriental Manufcripts, which did 
formerly belong to Sebaftian Tengnagelins, and 
are now in the Imperial Library. | 

That Catalogue is attended with an Ac- 
count of a Letter (never yet publifhed ) 
written from Rome by the Famous Pietro del- 
Ia Valleto che fame Tengnagelius the 31f of 
May 1623. { fhall infert here a Paflage out 
of that Letter, concerning Oriental Manu- 
fcripts. ‘‘ Libri preterea in Oriente, ( fays 
“ Pietro della Valle) ut nullus eft typo- 
“* graphia ufus, non multi reperiuntur ; co- 
“ rum tranfcriptio longo temporis indiget

III, Lambecius treats, in the Third Chap- 
ter, of a Manufcript containing the Canons 
of a Provincial Council held at Vienna in the 
Year 1267. under the Pontificate of Clement 
1V. The Fathers of that Council complain, 
that the Sacraments are depretiated propter 
vilem & abominabilem miniftrorum Ecclefie con- 
werfationem. Another Canon imports, that if 
any Clergymen are known to keep Con. 
cubines, they fhall be deprived of all Eccle- 
fiaftical Benefices, unlefs they part with their 
Concubines within a Month, There is ano. 
ther Canon made by that Council, whereby 
it appears that the Benediffin Monks lived a 
very diforderly Life. Item clamofa infinuatio 
nofirum percuffit animum © auditum, quod Ab- 
bates © Monachi Ordinis S. BenediGi in quam 
pluribus locs ab ebfervantia fue regule, vitam 
nimis diffllutam ducere non verentur. That 
Council ordered, that the Jews fhould be 
obliged to wear again the Cap (¢or- 
nutum pileum) which they ufed to wear, 
that they might be diftinguifhed from Chri- 
ftians. If it be known, fays another Canon, 
that a Jew has lain with a Woman that is a 
Chriftian ; he fhall be confined to a Prifon, 
till he has paid Ten Marks of Silver at leaft. 
The Woman fhall be whipt publickly , and 
banifhed from the City forever. By ano- 
ther Canon the Jews are ordered to fhut their 
- Doors and Windows, when the Sacrament 
of the Altar is carried before their Houfes. 
The Canons of this Provincial Council have 
been printed by Canifius (Tem. 1. Antig. Le) 
and from him by Binius ( Part.2. Tom. 3. 
conciliorum) : but Laméeccius tells us, that they 
are curtailed and interpolated, and fo faulry 
that they can hardly be underftood in moft 
Places.

VIII. Our Author gives us in the Eighth 
Chapter a Relation of the Emperor Leopola's 
Voyage from Vienna to Infpruck in the Year 
1665. to take Poffeffion of the Tirol , which 
fell to him by Inheritance. Lambecius was 
one of thofe, who attended that Prince. I 
fhal! only take notice of the moft confidera- 
ble things mentioned in this Chapter. 

Lambecius has inferted in it a true Copy of 
a Roman Inf{cription to be feen in the Mo- 
naftery of Lambachin Auftria. That Infcri« 
ption, wherein Mention is made Coloxie Au- 
relia Antoniniane Ovilabis , has been inferted 
in Gruterus’s Colle&tion, pag. 345. 

The Author tells-us, that when he came 
to a Village called St. John in the Tirol, he 
went to fee with the Emperor’s Phyficians a 
Maid of about Twenty Five Years of Age, 
who had been affe&ted for fome Years with 
a very furprifing Difeafe, which made a great 
Noife in that Country. Every Friday and 
Saturday, without any Intermiffion, that 
Maid had no Feeling, She lay in the fame 
Pofture with her Eyes opened, and fome 
{mall Convulfive Motions; and when fhe 
was pricked with a Needle, fhe felt no Pain. 
When any one lifced up her Arms, they 
fiood up. Upon apy other Day i “ 
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Week, fhe had thofe Accidents only by Ia- 
gervals. "ios 

Lembecius gives an Account or tne Mines 
of Schwarz inthe Tirel. They were diicove- 
red in the Year 1448. in the Time of the 
Archduke Sigifmund, who was furnamed rhe 
Rich upoa that Account. Schwatz is a large 
Borough well built, and full of Inhabitants. 

Many Britif> Gentlemen have feen Twen- 
ey Eight Brafs Sratues round the Monument 
of the Emperor Maximil:an 1. in the Church 
of the Holy Crofs ¢ at Infpruck. Lambecius 
difcourtes of thofe Statues. *’Tis not certain 
chat moft of them reprefent chofe Perfons, 
whom they ere commonly faid to reprefent. 
They have generally no Infcription, where. 
by they may be known. The Author found 
in the Emperor’s Library, a Lift of thofe 
Starues drawn up in the Tame of Ferdinand I. 
The Sratue of that Emperor, and chat of 
Charles V. do not appear in that Lift; and 
there are in ic Six Statues that go by other 
Names, than thofe atJnfpruck. I omit fome 
other Obfervations concerning thofe Twen- 
ty Eighe Scatues. 
 Lambecius having difcourfed of Five Mil- 
liary Columns preferved in the Caftle of Am. 
ras not fat froin Infpruck, proceeds to give 
an Account of the Library which he found 
in that Caftle. Ie confitted of 6449 Vo- 
lumes, viz. §69 Manufcripts, and 5880 
Printed Books: All the Manufcripts and 
i48y Printed Books were foon after tranf- 
ported into the Emperor’s Library at Vien- 
na. 

The Author found alfo another ‘Library 
in the Archducal Palace at Infpruck , confilt- 
ing of feveral Thoufand Books ; but he had 
no time to perufe them. 

Here follow fome of the Manufcripts 
tranfported from the Library of Amras to 
that of Vienna.

Ic was from that very Manuicript, that Si- 
mon Gryneus publifhed at Bafl- in 1531. thofe 
Five Bocks of Livy, which had never been 
printed. They were printed by Froben with 
a Preface of Erafmus. Lambecius fays that 
Edition might be mended in feveral Places, 
if ic was carefully collated with the Original. 
He adds, that there are Twelve Manufcripts, 
and Thirty Two Editions of Livy in the 
Emperor's Library. 

The Word Prefecfus, to be found at the 
End of the XLVch Book of Livy in the 
printed Editions, is not the laft Word of 
that Book, as “tis commonly believed ; for 
in the Manufcript juft now mentioned, next 
to profeétus there isin the fame Line affum. 
gue. Ihe Two following Lines, which are 
the laft of that Book, cannot be read. 

At the end of that Manufcript the follow- 
ing Words are to be found; but they are 
hardly legible.

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IX. Inthe Year 1666. Lambecius was or. 
dered to go to Buda, and to bring to Vienne 
the Remains of the Famous Library of Maz. 
thias Corvinus, King of Hungary, a great Part 
whereof had been removed into that of the 
Emperor inthe XVIth Century. The Au. 
thor gives an Account of that Voyage in the 
Nioth Chapter. Having obtained from the 
Turkifob Governor the Liberty of feeing the 
Library, he was let into a Vault, where he 
only found about Three or Four Hundred 
Volumes all in a Heap, full of Duft, and of 
little or no Value. They were moft of them 
printed Books. Lambecius was contented to 
take along with him Three Manufcripts, viz, 
Nine Apologetical Orations of St. Gregory 
Nazianzen, tranflated into Latin; St. Aufin's 
Sermons ae Verbis Domini; and fome Latin 
Mifcellaneous Poems of Janus Pannonins 
Bithop of Quingue Ecclefie. 


There are fome Additions at the End of 
this Second Book. The Firft concerns the 
Situation of a Town in the Upper Pannonia, 
called by the Ancients Carnuntum. That 
City, which was the Capital of the Upper 
Pannonia, became very wealthy and power- 
ful, and was fo enlarged that it reached @ 
German Mile from Eaft to Weft, and took up 
all the Ground along the Danube, which now 
contains not only the Town and Caftle of 
Haynburg, but alfo the Borough called Tew {ch 
Alienburg, and the Village of St. Petronillae 
There is in that Village a Triumphal Arch, 
which was very much damaged by the Huss, 
when they deftroyed the City of Carnuntum 
under the Condu& of Attila. It is one of 


thofe Two Triumphal Arches mentioned by 
Dion Cafvus, lib. 56, which were erefed in 
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Honour of Aaguflus and Tiberius, after the 
Defeat of the Dalmatians and Pannonians. 
Lambecius bas inferted the Figure of that 
Triumphal Arch, and fays it is buile of the 
{me Materials, and is no lefs Maffive than 
the Monument erected at Menez in Honour 
of Drufus. Lean 

The Author mentions alfo , in this Addi- 
rion, an Ancient Agate + belonging to the 
Emperor, on which the Victory obtained by 
Augufius overt the Dalmatians and Pannonians, 
has been curioufly reprefented. That Piece 
was engraved in 1666. and attended witha 
fhort Explication of Lambecius. ‘The Stamp, 
which is very Curious, may be feen at the 
End of this Volume : Our Author has added 
to it the Figures of fome other Pieces of 
Antiquity, that have been difcovered in the 
Ruins of the Ancient Carnuntum; and he 
has taken Care to publifh chem with an Ex- 
plication. 

In the IId Addition, Lambeccius mends a 
Paflage in Prolemy’s Geography , concerning 
the I wo Legions called Decima Gemina, and 
Decimaquarta Gemina. . 

In the I1Id Addition, the Author obferves 
that the little Book entituled Princeps in Com- 
pendio, which is very much efteemed, was 
written by Ferdinand IIIf. and his Brother 
Leopold William. The Second Edition of 
that Book came out at Vienna in 1668. in 16. 

Lambecius mentions, in the XIth Addition, 
a Greek Manufcript of Geneffs, above Thir- 
teen Hundred Years old, written upon 
Parchment of a Purple Colour in large Gold 
and Siver Letters, without Accents and 
without any Diftin&tion of Words. That 
Manufcript is adorned with Forty Eight 
Curious Pi€&tures, fome of which may be 
feen in this Addition. When that Manu- 
{cript was compleat, it contained all the Old 
and New Teftament.

|e the Famous Difpute about the Authen- 
ticknefs of the Ancient Charters of the 
Kings of France produced by Father Mabi/- 
lon in his Book De re Deplomatica, that Learna 
ed BenediGin gave Father Germon Oceafion to’ 
publifh his Thoughts concerning the Works 
of St. Auftin tranfcribed in the Abby of 
Corbie, in the Ninth Century. He endea- 
voured to fhew in an Addition to his Second 
Differtation upon Charters, that thofe Ma- 
nufcripts ought to be fufpeéted, at leat in 
fome Matters. Father MabiZon did not break 
off his other Occupations to anfwer that 
Addition ; but Father Coutante of the fame 
Order entered the Lifts for him. He pub- 
lifhed an Apology for thofe Manufcripts, 
which Father Germon had attacked; and in 
that Work he difcovered the good Opinion 
he had, not only of the Manufcripts of 
Corbie, but alfo of all other Ecclefiaftical 
Monuments of that Kind. Nay, his Zeal 
moved him to affirm , thet none could afle;e 
that fome Copies of the Holy Scripture , or 
of the Fathers , had been corrupted by Im- 
poftors, without bringing by Degrees Scep- 
ticifm into Religion. 
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Father Germon anfwers that Apology, by 
confuting the Propofition juft now menti- 
oned. ‘That Propofirion being general, he 
undertakes co difcourfe of all the Falfifiers, 
who might be called Sacrilegious Men, to 
diftinguifh them from thofe who have only 
falfified the Manufcripts of Profane Au- 
thors; and confequently he finds himfelf 
obliged to go beyond tle Bounds, within 
which the Difpute was confined at firft. He 
has divided his Work into Two Books, the 
Firft whereof concerns the Falfifications of 
the Holy Scripture; and che Second, the 
Falfifications of the Writings of the Fathers. 
He fhews, that all thofe Corruptions ought 
to be imputed chiefly to rhe Knavery of He- 
reticks, and that it has been only prejudicial 
to them, fince the Church did always care- 
fully preferve in their Purity the Books that 
fhe made Ufe of. 

The Firft Book @onfifts of Two Parts. 
The Firft Pare contains a Lift of thofe An- 
cient Falfifiers, who corrupred the Copies of 
the Bible. The Jews falfified the Tranflation 
of the Septuagint in many Places, and were 
convicted of it by Yuffin Martyr, whofe 
Words are quoted by the Author. To rhe 
Teftimony of Juftin Martyr , F. Germonadds 
the gi age of Origen, Eufebius, and St fe. 
rome. The Verfions of Symmachus, Aquila, 
and Theedotion, were full of Falfifications, 
b:ing made according to the Views of the 
Synagogue, who made it her chief Bufinefs 
to deprive the Church of thofe Paflages, 
which prove that Jefus wasthe Meffias. Sa- 
turnin, in Order to make one of his Fictions 
more current, left out the Word our out of 
this Paflage of Gencfis, Let us make Man in our 
Image, after our Likenefs. According to that 
Herefiarch, Seven Angels, Creators of the 
Univerfe, perceiving a certain Brightnefs if- 
fuing out of the Supreme Virtue, and co- 
ming down upon Earth from time to time, 
undertook to take hold of it, and co keep it. 
Let us make Man, faid they, in the Image and 
after the Likenefs of that wonderful Light 
which we have feen. The Man, who came 
out of their Hands, proved only a heavy 
Lump, which not being able to ftand up, 
crept like a Worm: Nothing could have 
been more imperfect, But the Supreme 
Virtue confidering the good Intention of the 
Angels, was pleafed to infufe into their 
Work a quickening Spark, by which Means 
it was enabled to rife up and toa&. Carpo- 
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evates, Cerinthus, and Ebion, corrupte: 
Sacred Books with a furprifing navies 
to make them agree with their Fictions, 
fome of which are mentioned by our Ay. 
thor. Marcion, to be no longer at the Trou. 
ble of anfwering the Arguments, which the 
Church alledged out of the Sacred Writings 
rejected them all, excepting St. Luke's Gol. 
pel and Sr. Paul's Epittles ; and yet he made 
tome Alterations in them. He was per. 
fe ily imitated by his Followers, as Terty/. 
lian obferves ; for they left out of thofe few 
Books of Scripture, every thing that might 
be againft them. Cerdon, Lucian, and Apeiles, 
took the fame Method. The Pepu/ans and 
Artotyrites altered, both in the Old and New 
Teftament, thofe Paflages, that were incon. 
fiftenc with the Errors of Montanus their 
Matter. Tatian put into the Hands of the 
Encratites his Followers, an Abridgment of 
the Gofpels, which he had coffounded and 
interpolated according to his Fancy. Theo 
doret fays that he collef&ted above Two Hun- 
dred Copies of that Abridgment, which he 
found in the Churches, and that he fubftitu. 
ted the Four Gofpels in their room. The 
dotus and Artemon were not more {crupulous 
than Tatian : Theedoret, and an Anonymous 
Writer quoted by Eufebiu, tell us how im- 
pudently thofe Hereticks altered the greateft 
Part of the Scripture, under pretence of 
mending it. According to Sc. Fereme, St. 
Auguftin, and Leo I. the Manichees not cons 
tented to reje&t the Old Teftament, made 
alfo feveral Additions and Alterations in the 
New. ’Tis true they intended to reftore the 
Sacred Text, which, as they faid, had been 
corrupted by Impoftors. But St. Aufiintel’s 
us, that when they were defired to confirm 
their Emendations by the Authority of the 
Ancient Copies, er of the Originals, they 
went away with great Confufion. 

Father Germon proceeds to the Arians, who 
are accufed by Hincmar of having {truck out 
of the Gofpel thefe Words, the Spirit is Ged. 
This Accufation, which Father Germon had 
already mentioned in his Second Differtatt- 
on, did not appear very folid to Father Cou- 
tant. He chinks Father Germon was (00

lace ,Father G.rmon anfwers fome Reflexions 
of Father Coarant, whereby the latrer endea- 
vours to prove, that H.ncmar was in the 
Wrong to accufe the Arians. 

In the Second Part of this Book, the Au- 
thor fhews that the Boldnefs and Falfifica- 
tions of the Hereticks were only prejudicial 
to themfelves; and that if they have altered 
the Sacred Text in their Copies, the Purity 
of it has been carefully preferved in the Co. 
pies of the Catholick Church. 

The Second Book, which concerns the 
Works of the Fatuers and other Ecclefiatti- 
cal Monuments, is divided into Four Parts. 
In the Firft, the Author undertakes to prove 
that Andren Rivet, and many other Proreftanct 
Criticks, have wrongly imputed to the 
Monks all the Fallifications to be found in 
the Writings of the Fathers. Ir had been 
much better for thofe Criticks, fays Father 
Germon, to think of thofe Hereticks who li- 
ved before the Monks; and then they might 
eafily have known the Authors of thofe Fal. 
fications. The Fathers have always charged 
the Hereticks with thofe Alrerations, which 
they obferved in the Writings of the more 
Ancient Doors. Philafrius affirms, that 
the Manichees made {everal Interpolations in 
the A&s of St. Andrew. The Book of the 
Paftor, fo much refpetted in the Firft Ages 
of Chriftianity, that it was almoft Jooked 
upon as a Canonical Book, was, in procels 
of time, filled with fo many Heretical Af 
fertions, that Pope Gelafus put it among 
Apocryphal Books. The Doétrine of that 
Book concerning Penitence, was; in the 
time of Tertullian, very oppc fite to the He- 
refy of Montanus: But now it agrees with 
that Herefy; and ‘tis high!y probable that 
this Conformity appeared in the vety cime 
of Gelafius. The Ebionites corrupted. the 
Recognitions of St. Clement in the very Life- 
time of that Saint, who, as we read in Sc. 
Epiphanius, complained of it in fome Circu- 
lay Letters that were read in the Churche:. 
An Impoftor. who was an Arian, and per- 
haps alfo an Apollinarift, forged fome Epiftles 
under St. Ignatius’s Name, and inferted his

Errors in the Genuine Epiftles of that Apc= 
ftolical Man. Thereis in Ewfebias’s Eccle- 
fiaftical Hiftory, a Fragment of a Letter of 
Dionyfius, Bifhop of Corinth, wherein he 
affirms, that fome Minifters of the Devil 
had falfified the Letters which he had writ 
to the Faithful. Father Germon fhews, that 
fome Men of the fame Stamp did alfo alter 
fome of the Works of Clemens Alexandrinn;, 
Origen, St. Cyprian, Dionyfias of Alexandria, 
St. Athanajius, St, Ferome, St. Auguftin, Ifidore, 
St. Bernard, and many other Holy Dottors. 
The Ancient Hereticks were fo apt to com- 
mit that Crime, that they did not fpare the - 
Works of their own Brethren. The Rea- 
ders may fee in this Book, the Complaints 
which 4etins, quoted by Sc. Epiphanius, made 
againft other Arians; and how Valentinus, an 
Apolinarifi, as it appears from Leontius By- 
zantinas objected in a reproachful Manner 
to Timothy another Apodinarift, that he had 
taferted in the Works of their common Ma- 
fter -spollinarius, that the Flefh of Jefus 
Chrift was Confubftantial with the Word. 
The Second Part runs wholly upon a 
Paflage of St. Hilary. Felix, Bifhop of Urgel, 
about the latter End of the Eighth Century , 
being asked by Elipantus, Archbifhop of 7o- 
ledo, what he thoughe of Chrift’s Humanity, 
anfwered that Chrift, as Man, was only the 
Adoptive Son of God; and rendered that 
Error fo plaufible, that be brought over the . 
Archbifhop to his Opinion. A Multitude - 
of Dottors rofe up againft chem. The Fa- 
mous Alcwinus writ a Letter to Felix to make 
him fenfible of his Error The Bifhop of 
Urgel aniwered that Letter in a long Dif. 
courfe, wherein he alledged many falfified 
Paflages out of the Anciéne Fathers to fup- 
port his Do&trine. Alcuinus upbraided him 
with his Impoftures, and among others, ac- 
cufed him of having inferced the Word 
adoptatur, inftead of adoratur, in a Paflage of ' 
St. Hilary, Flix being come to Aix la Cha- 
pede in order to juftify himfelf before Char- 
lemagne, who had called a.Council there, 
thought it necefflaty to prevenc their ufing 
the Book of St. Hilary againfthim. To thet 
end, he took Care to bribe che youngeft Li- 
brary Keeper of the Palace, who gave him 
Leave to ftrike out sdoratur, and fo write 
adoptatur. Hinemar, Archbifhop of Rheims, 
from whom we have this Particular, fays
